of the defunct institution in the ag- 
gregate sum of $100,000, $50,000 each, 
would be liable to payment until all 
the funds of the .state guaranty had 
been exhausted. The action was an ap- 
peal by the surety companies from a 
decision in the Oklahoma county dis- 
trict court, wherein it was held fhat 
the United States Fidelity and (Juar- 
an'ty company were liable to 
the 


bonded principal of $50,OQO each in 
the liquidation of the bank. 


That is, that the surety company's 


guaranty acted as assets of the ruined 
bank for their face value, regardless 
of what sums might remain in the 
state guaranty fund to protect de- 
positors against losses. Tt was held 
that the surety companies only had a 
cause of action against whatever as- 
sets of the bank remained following 


liquidation and that these companies 
were entitled to a pro rata share of 
the remaining assets. It is probable 
the supreme court will,hand down its 
decision during March.
